Claim 36 and 43 both recite "wherein the user-device comprises the user- 
register and the priority-table." These claim features are admitted to be missing from Biggs along with many others. They are also lacking in 
Boland and Chavez ."Examiner respectfully disagrees applicant's disclosure discloses A priority-table may in a similar fashion be distributed 
to an UE that enters the coverage area associated with the priority-table in question. Thus, the priority table is provided by other entity in the 
network to the UE . 
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
